Dr. .J. W. Robertson and 
Col. Nasmith Address 
Board of Trade... 



The necessity cf looking after pub- 
lic health, was Impressed on the 
members /( the Board of Trade yea- 
terdarjkf Dr. J. W. Robertson and 
TT'U. O. Nasmith, of the Canadian 
Red Cross Society. Dr. Robertson 
told some of his recent experiences 
in looking around for perfect physi- 
cal specimens among the working 
classes. but Intimated that the result 
of hia adventures was almost rJl. 
This led him to the conclusion that 
some aurtlve steps are necessary jfor 
the preservation of the national 
health. 

There are now 31 nations taking 
up the health idea, and he thought 
the movement might catch o.\ in 
Canada Just a little more strongly. 
During May ar.d June the Red Cros* 
Society Is looking for 700.003 new 
members who will get the health- 
ftr*t idea, ar.d seek to Improve con- 
ditions an\cr.g the children, who will 
be the making •* ? the next cener- 
ation. * As Dr. Robertson -»apb»lncd 
matters, there .* plenty.^ cf .scope 
for thle new work, as Ignorance and 
carelessness, do not rest w jth the 
poor alone. The average mother 
doe* not appear to know ;he exact 
food* to rive to her younc to dt- 
v **op them p'hyaicaUy to the beat ad- 
vantage. and few seem to realist-; **•» 
direct connection between physical 
well-being, ar.d mental activity. '

Mr. Bertram Forsyth Discusses 
Plans for the Little The- 
atre at Hart House. 1 



One special note i3 recollected in 
an interview with Mr. Bertram For- 
syth. author and producer of note 
and an actor widely known on the 
English stage, who arrived this 
morning to begin his directorship of 
the little theatro at Hart House. It 
will be his principal ambition to find 
Canadian plays. "I want to get 
Canadian plays. If I can find Can- 
adian authors.” he said. "Canada 
must have authWs who can write for 
tho stage. Upon ^he failure of tho 
interviewer to name any Canadians 
renowned as playwright?, Mr. For- 
syth showed his optimistic determin- 
ation to find them, nevertheless. 
"Still, they can be made,’’ he replied. 
The result of M rsytlfs influence 
at Hart Hodse ma^ very well be tiro 
development of a I Canadian drama 



as distinctive in its way as that of 
the Irish players that culminated . in 
the work of Yeats and Synge. 

All of Mr. Forsyth’s work is mark- 
ed by its simplicity, its fairy and 
fantastic qualities, similar in some 
ways to the' Irish plays which he ad- 
mires a great deal. "I believe in 
great simplicity.” he remarked. "Tho 
Shepherdess Without a Heart,” tho 
last play he produced, at the Gar- 
rick Theatre, London, was a drama 
for little children and grown-up chil- 
dren, for that matter, that recalled 
the fairy stories of Hans Christian 
Andersen. It was Mr. Forsyth who 
originally revived and produced tho 
Beggars’ Opera at the Little Theatro 
in London Just before the war. "I al- 
ways knew it would be’ a success,” 
he said. 

Something of this same simplicity 
and charm is inherent in this fam- 
ous actor’s kindly manner. Over six 
feet tall and large of frame, he is 
remarkably boyish and pleasantly 
open of feature. "There’s nothing 
like it in England.” hb said, enthus- 
iastically, after a hurried inspection 
of the Hart House stage and theatre. 
"I am looking forward to my work 
hero when I shall have made ac- 
quaintances, and am able to find qiy 
way about these corridors without 
getting lost. Mrs. Forsyth, who is 
an accomplished French woman, will 
Join him here in six months.
